The 2014 May primary election is still 
seven months away, but Nov. 6 is the first 
day for candidates to file to run for office. 

Jan. 28 is the deadline to run in the 
primary, which will includes races for 
many county offices, including judge- 
executive, sheriff, jailer, clerk, magis¬ 
trates, coroner and county attorney.

“Some of 
them file soon,” 
said County 
Clerk Letha 
Conrad. “Some 
of them wait 
until the last 
day.” 

Conrad is in 
her seventh year 
as clerk, but has 
worked in the 
office for 35 
years. 

She spent 27 years as deputy clerk 
under three different clerks. 

While she could seek a third term, 
Conrad has decided instead to retire at the 
end of this year. 

“I felt the time was right,” Conrad 
said. “I have a new granddaughter. I’m 
going to enjoy my granddaughter. I 
enjoyed getting to meet the public and 
serving the county. I will miss that.” 

Judge-executive Darrell Link will 
make an appointment to fill Conrad’s seat 
for the remainder of the term, which ends 
Dec. 31,2014.

easement 

acquisitions 

begin

Bluegrass Pipeline has begun negoti¬ 
ating easements with landowners as it 
continues progress of the project that will 
go through a small part of southern Grant 
County. 

Williams and Boardwalk Pipeline 
Partners, LP, energy infrastructure com¬ 
panies, have partnered to develop the 
roughly 1,100-mile Bluegrass Pipeline 
Project, which has drawn the ire of some. 

The $2.9 million proposed natural- 
gas-liquids (NGL) pipeline, which has a 
targeted in-service date of late 2015, 
could transport up to 400,000 barrels of 
natural gas drilling byproducts daily 
from mining regions northeast of 
Kentucky to the Gulf Coast. 

A map of the pipeline’s proposed 
route shows it would go through parts of 
southern Grant County in the Corinth 
area.

Williamstown teen smiles through cancer fight

Skyler Faulkner isn’t one to 
get sick. 

The 17-year-old is in her 
13th year of perfect attendance 
at Williamstown Independent 
Schools. 

She’s never had strep throat. 

No flu. 

The high school senior is a 
picture of clean health. 

That all changed three weeks 
ago. 

It all started when Skyler, 
who had previously discovered 
she had an irregular heartbeat, 
noticed a knot on her neck. 

She initially didn’t think 
much about it, but when the

knot remained several weeks 
later she showed her mother. 
“At first we just thought it 


was a swollen lymph node from 
an infection,” Skyler said. “We 
thought my heart problem and 
that were two different issues.” 

While antibiotics decreased 
the knot slightly, it eventually 
started changing textures. 

Searching for answers, 
Skyler’s mom, Deanna 
Faulkner, a cardiac nurse at St. 
Elizabeth-Florence, told a doc¬ 
tor at her work the symptoms 
Skyler was experiencing. 

A few weeks later, the doc¬ 
tor pulled Deanna aside and 
said she may want to consider 
the possibility that her daughter 
could have lymphoma. 

“So, she looked it up and I 
had six out of the eight symp¬ 
toms,” Skyler said. 


The official diagnosis of 
Hodgkin’s lymphoma came 
Oct. 14. 

“I was just really shocked,” 
Skyler said. “I’ve never dealt 
with any kind of sickness 
before. Then, I was just thought, 
T have to do this. I have to push 
through.’ I know that I can’t let 
it stop me. I’ve seen cancer 
survivors all the time so why 
can’t I be one?” 

With the news, Deanna 
dropped everything to be with 
her Skyler every step of the 
way. 

“She is my only child so my 
first thought was full attention 
and treatment immediately,” 
Deanna said. “I have not been

What would a pipeline do to your land value? 


R ecently, we re¬ 
ceived a phone 
call from the 
Bluegrass Pipeline Proj¬ 
ect. This pipeline is be¬ 
ing built by a partnership 
between two companies: 
Williams and Boardwalk. 
A portion of this line 
will pass through south¬ 
ern Grant County after 
cutting across Bracken 
and Pendleton counties. 
Its final destination will 
be the Gulf of Mexico 
where the “liquid gas” 
will be pumped onto 
ships bound for ports un¬ 
known. 

The phone call talked 
about saving energy in 
the production of the cars 
at the Georgetown Toyo¬ 
ta plant and the manufac¬ 
ture of plastics for these 
cars from the byproducts. 
Nowhere did I hear any¬ 
thing about a factory be¬ 
ing built to produce this 
energy or the plastics. 
They did mention pro¬ 
viding materials to their 
“Gulf Coast customers.” 
Who are these custom¬ 
ers? Perhaps China? 

My biggest question 
that I never got to ask 
is what exactly is in this 
pipe line? When they 
talk about “liquid natural 
gas” I am confused. Nat-

ural gas is not a liquid, 
so what is mixed with the 
gas? They also said some¬ 
thing about “shale gas”. 
I believe this gas is re¬ 
leased by pumping water 
and chemicals deep into 
the ground, sometimes 
3,000 feet, by a process 
called fracking. The wa¬ 
ter breaks up the rock 
and shale and the pres¬ 
sure releases the gas. The 
left over water and chem¬ 
icals go into the aquifer 
and poison the water 
table, ruining any natu¬ 
ral wells 
that may 
be used 
for human 
or animal 
consump¬ 
tion. The 
excess 
“sludge” 
will be 
collected along with the 
gas and pumped into the 
pipeline to the Gulf. 

Several people must 
have asked about leakage 
or what happens if the 
pipeline breaks. A good 
deal of time was given 
to explaining how safe 
this would be. The main 
office for the manage¬ 
ment of the line will be 
in Tulsa, Oklahoma. This 
is pretty far away from 
Kentucky! They also said 
someone will “walk” the 
pipeline and there will 
be fly-overs to check the 
area. The pipe will be 
buried 3 feet below the 
surface unless a farmer 
requires it to be deeper. 


We have an AT&T fi¬ 
ber optic line that crosses 
our farm. No one has ever 
“walked” this line. It 
would be a difficult hike! 
Some parts of this line 
are buried up to 30 feet 
in places because of the 
terrain. We do not worry 
about this line because 
if it were to break, noth¬ 
ing would leak out. If the 
gas line were to break, 
the liquid and gas would 
spill out and perhaps 
catch on fire. Would we 
have to wait until some¬ 
one could 
come from 
Tulsa to 

repair it? 
The AT&T 
line is on 
the back 
part of 

our prop¬ 
erty. When 
we built our new home, 
they called and wanted 
to know how close this 
new building would be to 
the line. We were OK and 
there were no problems, 
but if our septic lines had 
been too close, we would 
have been required to 
move our building site. 
Would you want to build 
a new home next to a gas 
pipe line? 

This raises another 
question. What if you 
don’t want the gas line 
on your property? The 
company has threatened 
to do it anyway by the 
use of Eminent Domain. 
I had to look this one 
up. This law is used by 


regulated utility com¬ 
panies that are overseen 
by the Public Service 
Commission (PSC). The 
Bluegrass Pipeline is un¬ 
regulated and therefore 
they are not looked after 
by the PSC. They do not 
qualify to use Eminent 
Domain. 

It seems to me that the 
rural areas of Kentucky 
and many other states 
are being abused by this 
company. They are using 
our land to transport po¬ 
tentially dangerous ma¬ 
terials and they will sell 
these for a profit to other 
countries. We will not 
benefit from these sales 
and our farm land could 
be ruined. 

If you are approached 
by this company to allow 
the pipeline to cross your 
farm land, think careful¬ 
ly before you sign away 
what you have worked 
so hard for. Years ago, 
people came through 
Grant County and bought 
up the oil and mineral 
rights to many farms. At 
the time, this seemed like 
free money to the farm¬ 
ers. In later years, when 
the farm land came up for 
sale, these grants caused 
problems for the owners 
because they could not 
get a free and clear title 
to the property. What 
would a gas pipeline do 
to the value of your farm 
in the future?

Climate determines 
a tulip’s behavior 

W hen it comes to bulbs we don’t always 
meet with consistent success. And, be¬ 
fore you blame the chipmunks, the girl 
who mows the grass or the bulb company for their 
lack-luster performance, consider some of the 
other factors that influence how well flowering 
bulbs flower. Sunlight; crowded bulbs; pre-ma- 
ture removal of foliage the previous season; or a 
winter rest period that wasn’t cold enough or long 
enough may play a role in poor performance. The 
life cycle of a bulb is different than other herba¬ 
ceous perennials and there are a couple of things 
we need to understand about them before we start 
looking for blame. 

By definition, a bulb is considered “a plant that 
spends part of its annual cycle underground as an 
enlarged storage organ.” This actually says much 
about what it needs in terms of a life cycle that 
consists of storing nutrients, resting, chilling and 
expending energy in the form of blooms. 

Bulbs need a climate that suits each species’ 
needs. Bulbs will do well if they are grown in 
a similar climate to where the species originated 
and adapted. The timing and amount of rainfall, 
and temperatures have more to do with success 
and failure then many of us realize. For example, 
many tulip species shrink in size each consecutive 
year because we do not have a long enough season 
for them to rest and chill during the winter. This 
chilling period is necessary to set off a bio-chem¬ 
ical response in the bulb that triggers blooming. 
For many tulips, especially hybrids, the chilling 
period needs to last at least 16-20 weeks and the 
ground temperature should be below 45 degrees. 

Other bulbs may rot in the ground during their 
dormant months in summer or in winter because 
rainfall is heavier than in their native environ¬ 
ment; or it is induced out of the ground by un¬ 
timely rains or temperate 
weather only to be hit by 
a heavy frost that it cannot 
withstand. 

Premature Cutting 

Premature cutting of bulb 
foliage can lead to disap¬ 
pointing results, too. The 
foliage of a bulb is how it 
stores up the necessary nu¬ 
trients through the process 
of photosynthesis. If you cut 
the foliage back too early 
(or braid, fold or bunch the 
leaves) the bulb will have lit¬ 
tle to offer the next year. You 
must leave the unsightly foli¬ 
age for at least 6 weeks (or 
until it dies back naturally by

early July). 

None of this is to say that we should give up 
on bulbs, to the contrary. There are many bulbs to 
choose from that are suitable to our climate just 
understand how the timing of weather patterns ef¬ 
fects the performance of the bulb and select ap¬ 
propriate varieties for our climate. For example, 
tulipa tarda is a species tulip that performs well 
here, however the hybrid ‘Angelique’, nearly a 
six-inch bloom in the first year, showed only a 
couple blooms this spring that barely managed a 
three-inch diameter. 

If you order bulbs from a catalogue check with 
companies about the size of their bulbs, if they 
are offering hundreds of bulbs for a cheap price 
don’t be surprised when you receive small bulbs 
too young to do anything until they have stored 
more energy. Reputable catalogue companies will 
send large, firm bulbs that are ready to bloom the 
following season. If you buy bulbs locally se¬ 
lect them the same way you would onions at the 
grocery store. Since bulbs plump up as they store 
more food always choose bulbs that are firm and 
large, relative to the species’ size. Avoid soft, 
withered bulbs and check for mold or rot. 

Once soil temperatures dip below about 60 
degrees you can start planting bulbs. At this 
point the bulbs can put out some roots and es¬ 
tablish themselves before for their winter chilling 
and rest period. The general rule of thumb when 
planting any bulb is rich, well-drained soil. The 
planting depth can be determined by measuring 
the diameter of the bulb and multiplying by three; 
so a bulb with a two-inch diameter should be 
planted 6 inches deep.

What do you search 
for on the Internet? 

M y mom often searches for craft ideas, 
my sister searches for wedding themes, 
my brother searches for ways to get into 
trouble, my Dad searches for interesting stories and 
my Grandfather has completely passed on the Inter¬ 
net but still finds ways of searching for the mean¬ 
ing of life everyday. As a pastor, I often begin my 
own searching hoping to find inspiration. Each week 
I write sermons, teach bible studies, and visit with 
members of my church to talk about faith, so I’m 
always on the lookout for something particular to in¬ 
spire me in those ministries. 

How many times have you gone searching for 
something only to end up disappointed? You had a 
particular image in mind for how your search would 
go, but then you can’t seem to find the exact thing 
you had originally wanted. How many times have 
you prayed for a certain outcome only to feel like 
God is on vacation? When we go searching for 
something do we search for our own truth or do we 
search for God’s truth? And when we find inspiration 
are we brave enough to receive it or do we tweak the 
message to make it more accessible or comfortable? 

I found myself searching for inspiration on a 
website called Pinterest where people can post pic¬ 
tures of things they really like or find interesting. For 
example, a lot of people post pictures of recipes, fun 
children’s games, or cool places. The sight offers a 
search engine to help you find specific interests, so 
I typed in Jesus’ name to see what would come up. 
I found many pictures with quotes from the bible, 
personal testimonies of faith, images of creation, and 
so much more! Before I realized it, I had spent over 
two hours on this sight 
clicking through these 
eye-catching posts. 

One post in par¬ 
ticular really struck 
me, it was a picture of 
a Bible verse saying 
“I loved you at your 
darkest” and the verse 
listed beside it was Ro¬ 
mans 5:8. Curious, I 
looked up Romans 5:8 
and I discovered that 
those words were not 
in that verse or chapter. 
Instead, Romans 5:8 
Pastor’s Corner says, “But God proves 
his love for us in that 
while we still were sinners Christ died for us.” This 
verse is so powerful and so profound just as it is, 
I could not understand why the person who posted 
this phrase changed the wording. While this Pinter¬ 
est post says something quite inspiring, we have to 
ask ourselves where the inspiration comes from? Are 
we being authentic and faithful disciples if we tweak 
the gospel to suit our own expectations for what in¬ 
spiration will look like in our lives? 

While the Pinterest phrase does say a lot about 
the love of God and sends a positive message, there 
is also something mighty inspirational in the actual 
words found in this scripture. The message in this 
passage is that God’s love for us is made clear by 
Christ’s sacrifice. The proof of God’s love can be 
found in this sacrificial act because it is not some¬ 
thing we earned or inherited. Instead, the love of 
God is something that was freely and uncondition¬ 
ally given. We can receive inspiration in both of 
these messages, but we must always remember that 
true inspiration comes from digging deeper. On the 
surface, many things can inspire us but true learning 
comes from the never-ending search for meaning, 
wholeness and purpose. Faith is taking inspiration 
and turning it into a lifelong journey for wisdom, 
service and love.

GCHS JROTC marches 
off to national competition

Today (Thursday morning), a caravan 
left Grant County High School at 4:30 
a.m., headed for Molena, Georgia. 

Their mission: bring home honors from 
the U.S. Army Raider Nationals. 

Members of the GCHS JROTC Raid¬ 
ers have been running, sweating, climb¬ 
ing and preparing almost daily for this 
national invitation only event for weeks, 
even years. 

Command Sergeant Major Charles 
Duffee, who oversees the GCHS program, 
said the trip to nationals began four years 
ago when Eric Napier served as battalion 
commander for the GCHS program. 

“That’s when we began to prepare our 
team, knowing it would take us three to 
four years, to have a group that is ready to 


compete,” Duffee said. 

“The last thing we wanted to do was 
take a team down that wasn’t ready to 
compete at this level, but now we are at 
the point where they deserve to go,” he 
said. 

He predicted the winning team would 
have to complete a five-kilometer cross¬ 
country course in less than 20 minutes. 

“That’s smoking,” he said.

“There are no rest breaks, no lunch, 
just competing all day long,” he said. 
“And you must have skill, endurance and 
strength.” 

The GCHS group will be competing in 
three categories: a all male team, a mixed 
team with at least four female members 
and a female team.

Jaguars pounce 
on Grant Braves

While there are obvious improvements being made 
each game, the end result for the Grant County Braves 
remained the same. 

Grant County missed the playoffs for the fifth con¬ 
secutive season, and sixth time in seven seasons since 
Kentucky went to a five-class system and the Braves 
moved up from Class 3A to 5A, with a 49-6 loss Oct. 
25 to the visiting Cooper Jaguars. 

While both teams entered the game winless in dis¬ 
trict play, it was Cooper’s experience that won out 
against the Braves. The Jaguars returned several play¬ 
ers from last year’s team that made its way to the Class 
5A state championship game. 

Just like Conner High School did the previous week, 
Cooper came out of the gates strong and built an insur¬ 
mountable lead in the first 24 minutes of play. The Jag¬ 
uars scored three touchdowns in the first quarter and 
two in the second period to take a 36-0 lead into the 
locker room at halftime. 

The Jaguars added two more second-half touch¬ 
downs to extend their lead to 49-0 before Grant County 
got on the board during the first minute of the fourth 
quarter when Marcus Rayburn returned a kickoff 86 
yards for the Braves’ touchdown. 

Cooper, clearly the bigger and deeper team, domi¬ 
nated offensively with 384 yards of total offense com¬ 
pared to only 145 for the Braves. Cooper running backs 
carried the ball 30 times for 252 yards, while the Jag¬ 
uars passing attack was accurate with 132 yards on 12- 
of-16 pass attempts. 

Grant County’s offense was spread equally between 
the run game and the passing attack, with the backfield 
accounting for 70 yards on 26 touches and 75 yards 
through the air on 12-of-20 pass attempts. 

The Braves had one of their better passing games of 
the season with Michael McLean completing 78 per¬ 
cent of his passes, going 7-for-9 through the air for 45 
yards. Joseph Knipp hit on 45 percent of his passes, 
completing five of 11 throws for 30 yards. Both quar¬ 
terbacks threw one interception each. 

Hunter Lawson, Grant County’s leading rusher on 
the season, carried the ball 13 times and gained 41 
yards, an average of 3.2 yards per touch. Knipp aver¬ 
aged 3.5 yards per carry, gaining 21 yards on six car¬ 
ries. McLean gained seven yards on six carries, while 
Derek Sutherland had one yard on one carry for the 
Braves. 

Blake Johnson was Grant County’s leading receiver 
with 31 yards on six receptions with a team-best long 
catch of 13 yards. Lawson was targeted only two times 
and accounted for 17 yards, while Rayburn hauled 
down one pass for 11 yards. Sutherland caught two 
passes for 11 yards, while Brady Vaughn pulled in one 
reception for five yards to round out the Braves’ of¬ 
fense. 

Andy Engle led Grant County’s defensive push with 
five tackles. Dakota Willoughby led the team with four 
solo tackles and one assist for a total of 4.5 stops in 
the game. Zach Spohn was next with four tackles, fol¬ 
lowed by Ryan Turley with 3.5. 

Quentin Haubner and Tristen Wallace added three 
tackles each for the Braves, while Dylan Fultz, Zane 
Burch, Colton Smith and Marcus Rayburn chipped in 
two apiece. Robert Spohn had 1.5 tackles, while Mi¬ 
chael McLean, Quinton Rayburn, Conner Biddle, Der¬ 
ek Sutherland and B.J. Adams contributed one tackle 
each for Grant County. 

The Braves will finish out their regular season on 
Nov. 1 when non-district foe North Laurel visits Dry 
Ridge. Game time is set for 7:30 p.m.

On the heels of a successful 
varsity season, Grant County 
soccer coach Garrett Griffith 
immediately started planning 
and working for next year and 
beyond.

The GCHS raiders are part of the 7 th 
Brigade, which consists of team’s from 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Ohio and parts of 
Indiana, West Virginia and Michigan. 

“The road to the competition didn’t 
just happen, it’s been the kids working 
hard to get there,” Duffee said. 

During the last four years, the GCHS 
JROTC has seen increasing success at 
competitions. 

Four years ago, under Eric Napier, 
the team won 36 trophies followed by 38 
trophies under Cory Gray, 47 trophies 
under Jacob Parker and 53 last year un¬ 
der Randy Hubbard. 

“We’ve got kids on a good day who 
can compete at this level and I feel like, 
by the time, we get there we’ll be in the 
hunt,” Duffee said.

The Raiders also have an active par¬ 
ent organization that travels with them, 
cooks meals at the competitions and 
plans fundraisers. Teresa Hill serves as 
president of the boosters. 

“We are fortunate to have a boosters 
group that works hard to support us,” 
Duffee said. “We couldn’t do it without 
them, as well as the support of the com¬ 
munity. 

Win or lose, Duffee said the cadets 
will work hard to bring honor to the 
competition.

Wright’s Stables has right stuff as family business

Wright, of Dry Ridge, 
died in 2009, but his 
equestrian ways were left 
behind to his children, 
Cassandra Simpson and 
Todd Wright, who con¬ 
tinue to operate Wright’s 
Stables today. 

Cassandra believes she 
might be responsible for 
her father’s lifelong love 
when she begged him to 
let her get involved with 
horses for a 4-H project. 

“It all started because I 
wanted a horse,” she said, 
with a laugh, sitting inside 
the family’s neatly kept 
barn on Knoxville Road. 

Henry went on to show 
and breed horses and was 
named American Quarter 
Horse Association Breed¬ 
er of the Year before his 
death. The faces of his 
two favorite horses, Sam 
and Rock, were engraved 
on his coffin. 

In tough economic 
times, some families 
might have been tempt¬ 
ed to sell off the farm or 
make a living elsewhere, 
but for the siblings, there 
was no question that they 
would continue the family 
business that got an acci¬ 
dental start. 

“I wanted a place to 
ride, so we built the barn 
and then people just kept 
stopping and asking what 
it was and then they want¬ 
ed to rent stables so we 
ended up building three 
additional barns,” she 
said. 

Wright’s Stables 

boards about 40 horses 
and offers Western riding 
lessons. They have several 
4-H members who use the 
facility for practice. Other 
offerings include trail rid¬ 
ing, an indoor and outdoor 
riding arena, tack shop 
and hay for sale. 

Cassandra said she 
learned many lessons 
from her father. 

“When my Pop was 
alive, we showed con¬ 
stantly,” she said. “We 
were always at a horse 
show because he just had 
a knack for it.” 

Weather - hot or cold - 
didn’t phase the pair. 

“Sometimes it was so 
cold out, we’d be freez¬ 
ing, but he’d stay right 
there working with me. 
He taught me everything 
that I know,” Cassandra 
said. 

Her mother, Shirley 
Wright, who died on May 
1, 2013, didn’t train but 
acted as cheerleader and 
kept her husband and 
daughter fed and clothed. 

Those lessons Cas¬ 
sandra took to heart and

is now passing them onto 
others. 

“I love to work with 
horses, everything about 
them and I love to work 
with young riders,” she 
said. She works with two 
dozen 4-H riders on a 
weekly basis. Her young¬ 
est rider, 18 months old, 
took second place at a 
horse show at the Grant 
County Fair. 

Sierra Schmitt has been 
taking lessons from Simp¬ 
son for the last eight years. 

She was the 4-H High 
Point State Champion at 
the Kentucky State Fair 
this summer. 

Schmitt rides most 
every day, except during 
soccer season, when she 
manages to still squeeze in 
three or four days of train¬ 
ing per week. 

“I can’t explain it,” 
Schmitt said, as she pre¬ 
pared her horse to ride. 
“When you’re on a horse 
you don’t think about 
how much time you spend 
training.” 

Sierra and Cassandra 
spent most of their sum¬ 
mer working in the ring 
preparing for the state fair. 

“There was so much 
good competition there 
that I didn’t think I had a 
chance to win,” Schmitt 
said. 

“I knew she’d be in 
the top 10 because she 
worked her butt off,” Cas¬ 
sandra said. 

Schmitt said Cassan¬ 
dra is more than just her 
trainer. She’s become like 


family. 

Cassandra often travels 
with her students when 
they go to competitions. 

“When she’s not there 
it makes me nervous,” 
Schmitt said. “She pushes 
you to work hard, but then 
she’s always there for 
you.” 

Todd said he can attest 
to his sister’s way with 
horses and people. 

“No matter how much 
noise, I can still tune ev¬ 
erything out and still hear 
the sound of her voice di¬ 


recting me and then I real¬ 
ize I’m doing exactly what 
she says when I’m on a 
horse,” Todd said. 

The sister/brother duo 
plan to keep the family 
business going as long as 
they possibly can. 

“Dad told mom before 
he passed that she might 
have to sell the farm, but 
she kept it going and we 
plan to do the same thing,” 
Cassandra said. “Horses 
and kids are my passion, 
seeing them grow is just 
amazing.”

Returning soldier surprises 
family at Country Pumpkins

Staff Sgt. Nicholas Boiler waits anxiously in the snack 
shack at Country Pumpkins in Dry Ridge for a familiar car 
to pull up. 

Boiler, a member of the Kentucky National Guard 1st 
Battalion, 623rd Field Artillery out of Glasgow, has not 
seen his four children since he was deployed in January to 
Jordan. 

“It seems longer than that,” the Florence man said, 
checking the time again on his cellphone. 

Boiler shared a homecoming his wife, Anna, on Oct. 23 
when she picked him up in Glasgow. 

However, the Florence couple decided that they would 
surprise their four children, 12-year-old Nicholas, 10-year- 
old Emily, 8-year-old Bracen and 6-year-old Parker with 
their dad’s appearance the following day. 

“They know that I am coming home sometime soon, but 
they have no idea it’s now though,” Boiler said “My wife 
thought it would be really cool to do something like this. I 
followed along. It’s going to be awesome. I can’t wait to see 
them. I’m sitting here, like, ‘Hurry up, time.” 

Boiler has been in the military more than 17 years. 

His first tour led him overseas as part of Homeland 
Security. 

Then, his next mission was in Iraq. 

The latest tour brought him to Jordan, where he was able 
to still talk to his wife almost everyday and receive mail 
from his children. 

“The kids drew me all kinds of things,” Boiler said. 
“They would write me letters. I can’t say I’m great at writ¬ 
ing letters, but I did a little bit back to them.” 

With mom having picked up the children up from school 
and mere minutes away from Country Pumpkins, Boiler 
gets into place behind a straw bale at the entrance of a maze. 



With sprinkling rain falling down, Anna ushers the four 
kids to stand in front of the straw bale maze for a picture. 

As they smile for the camera, their dad calmly walks out 
next to them. 

With looks of shock, the children yell out, in unison, 
“Daddy,” before going in for a group hug. 

The group was all smiles with a few tears. 

“I missed you,” said Parker, the youngest.

“You look different,” Parker said, bringing Boiler to 
laugh.

back to work since her diagnosis 
because I want to spend as much 
time as possible with her plus I’m 
her best advocate and number one 
cheerleader and motivator.” 

The initial diagnosis was stage- 
two lymphoma because the cancer 
was in Skyler’s neck and chest. 

Two days later, a full-body CAT 
scan showed that she had it in her 
abdomen and pelvic area, making 
the cancer stage three. 

Further test results confirmed last 
week that traces of the cancer were 
in Skyler’s bone marrow, making it 
stage four lymphoma. 

“They told me I had a 95-percent 
cure rate,” Skyler said. “It doesn’t 
mean it’s any less curable (with 
stage-four cancer.) It just means it’s 
going to take a little longer and 
there’s a little more aggressive treat¬ 
ment.” 

No time was wasted getting treat¬ 
ments started to battle the cancer. 

In a three-day span about two 
weeks ago, Skyler saw two different 
doctors and had surgeiy to remove 
lymph nodes. 

Two weekends ago, she spent 
three days in the hospital receiving 
her first chemotherapy treatments. 

“The first day it was four hours,” 
Skyler said. “The second day it was 
three hours. The third it was two. It 
honestly wasn’t as bad as I was 
expecting it to be. I was veiy fortu¬ 
nate that I didn’t throw up or any¬ 
thing. No nausea. It wasn’t until (the 
first day home from the hospital) that 
it all hit we. That’s when I started 
feeling bad. Just extremely achy.” 

When she returned home from 
her stay in the hospital, Skyler was 
welcomed with a surprise from her 
friends and teachers at Williamstown 
High School. 

The yearbook staff, supervised 


by teacher Sonya Linder, decorated 
the front of Skyler’s house with a 
banner with the phrase, “Though 
they are stormy, my Sky will NOT 
fall,” on it. 

Countless numbers of Post-it 
notes were also scattered across the 
house with personal messages for 
Skyler. As editor-in-chief of the 
WHS yearbook, Skyler came up 
with the idea of using Post-It notes as 
a theme for the yearbook. 

“I wasn’t feeling good and I just 
wanted to get home,” Skyler said 
about the surprise. “As soon as we 
pulled in the driveway, I was like, 
‘Oh my gosh.’ I told my Mom to 
stop because I just wanted to get a 
picture. I was just staring at it and 
thinking about all the time and effort 
that went into it. There were middle 
schoolers who don’t even know me 
that signed it and high schoolers and 
teachers took the time. I started cry¬ 
ing. It’s amazing to see that many 
people come together for one person 
to make them feel loved and impor¬ 
tant and knowing that they were 
behind you.” 

Skyler underwent her fourth 
chemo treatment last weekend dur¬ 


ing an outpatient visit. 

Along with taking medicine and 
being monitored daily, she will con¬ 
tinue chemo treatments every 21 
days. 

Skyler is still getting used to 
adapting to having cancer and deal¬ 
ing with side effects of the treat¬ 
ments. 

“Even though I feel good there 
are still certain things that I can’t do,” 
she said. “That’s what’s frustrating 
for me right now. I realize that I can’t 
push my body as quick. Getting 
ready for school I usually allow 
myself an hour. I guess I’ll need an 
hour and 45 minutes now. I got into 
the hot shower and I passed out 
because my body can’t handle that 
extreme temperature change any¬ 
more now that I’m on chemo. It’s 
little things. I’m still figuring it out.” 

Physically, Skyler still looks as 
healthy as ever, but it is her charis¬ 
matic personality that remains 
unchanged as well. 

From her constant smile to the 
unwavering positivity that she pos¬ 
sesses, Skyler is determined to not 
let her diagnosis get her down. 

“There’s no need to be like, ‘Oh, 


I’m the person with cancer,”’ she 
said. “That’s just so unnecessary. 
Yeah, I have cancer, but I beat it. 
That’s what’s important to me. To 
my knowledge, it’s not very com¬ 
mon that we have childhood cancer 
patients here at school. If you show 
that you can overcome anything, 
that’s going to inspire others. That’s 
real important to me. If I have people 
looking up to me, I don’t want to be 
the one that wilted. I don’t want to be 
the weak one that barely made it. If I 
can attack this with a passion that 
doesn’t die, I know I will be fine.” 

Skyler said she is not scared of 
the fight she is beginning. 

Despite her strength and determi¬ 
nation, however, there is one thing 
that she is not looking forward to. 

Losing her hair from the chemo 
treatments. 

“I know that sounds really silly 
and materialistic, but, as a girl, that’s 
really important,” Skyler said. “By 
no means does that define who I am, 
but that’s when people know you’re 
sick. You can’t hide it anymore. I feel 
like seeing me right now you 
wouldn’t know I was sick.” 

Doctors told her to expect to start 


losing her hair seven to 14 days after 
her first chemo treatment. 

Deanna said she has already been 
amazing at her daughter’s strength. 

“In just two weeks she has 
endured two surgeries, two CT 
scans, a PET scan, multiple IVs, two 
admissions and four doses of 
chemo,” she said. “She has never 
expressed any sadness, pity or anger. 
She just says she has to kick cancer’s 
butt, grow her hair back and wants to 
go to college next fall.” 

School is important to Skyler, as 
shown by her perfect-attendance 
record. 

She is a member of the tennis 
team, FCCLA, the pep club and the 
yearbook club. 

Although she will attend school 
as much as her body allows as she 
goes through this battle, Skyler will 
maintain her perfect attendance by 
being designated a homebound stu¬ 
dent. 

She attended school like always 
on Monday, but because her counts 
were too low she was out the follow¬ 
ing two days. 

If the numbers increase enough, 
Skyler will return to class Thursday. 
School is where she would rather be 
without a doubt. 

“Once you get eveiyone around 
you again, everything clicks and it 
works,” Skyler said. “It’s awesome. 
I feel like I’m right back in the swing 
of things. Having your friends 
behind you does wonders.” 

As Skyler’s fight continues 
against cancer, each day is a step 
closer to beating the lymphoma. 

Each day is also a step closer to 
graduation day, a moment Skyler 
refuses to miss no matter how she is 
feeling. 

“Oh, I will be there,” she said. “I 
don’t care. If I have to wear a mask, 
I’ll be there. I will do whatever I 
have to do to be there.”

“While the final route is dependent 
upon the outcome of easement nego¬ 
tiations with landowners as well as input 
from regulatory agencies, we estimate 
the pipeline will cross about five miles of 
land in Grant County,” said Tom Droege, 
spokesperson for the Bluegrass Pipeline. 

In its first three weeks of negotiations 
with landowners for easements, Bluegrass 
Pipeline secured easements in nine of the 
13 counties the project plans to cross in 
Kentucky. 

“We have purchased ease¬ 
ments in all the counties 
where we have land agents,” 

Droege said. “We are very 
early in the process and are 
still staffing up our land team. 

We may be able to provide 
more information once we 
are much further along in the 
process.” 

Given the progress made 
to date, Droege said the com¬ 
pany is on track to complete 
the acquisition process early 
next year. 

Bluegrass Pipeline expects 
to pay Kentucky landowners 
between $30 million and $50 
million for easements. 

The typical easement has 
a permanent width of 50 feet 
and an additional 50 feet of 
temporary adjacent work¬ 
space to be used only during 
the installation of the pipeline. 

According to a letter sent to landown¬ 
ers, the organization bases offers on the 
following criteria: 

• A fair price, based upon local land 
values and number of acres needed, for 
the privilege of establishing a permanent 
easement across a landowner’s property. 

• Additional compensation for tempo¬ 
rary easements needed during initial con¬ 
struction. 

• Additional compensation for distur¬ 
bance to crops, grazing lands, timber, etc. 
directly impacted by the installation of the 
pipeline. 

“Every property is different - just like 
in a neighborhood where each home is 
unique and valued based on a number of 
factors,” Droege said. “We work through 
a local appraisal process to determine the 
value of a particular easement and we of¬ 
fer above market value because we want 
to provide landowners a financial incen¬ 
tive.” 

Technical aspects related to pipeline 
construction and operations, including op-

erating pressure and inspection protocols 
are not negotiable as they relate to the safe 
and compliant operation and maintenance 
of the pipeline as required by the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Transportation’s Pipeline and 
Hazardous Materials Safety Administra¬ 
tion, according to the landowner letter. 

Bluegrass Pipeline officials said they 
will follow the requirements of such en¬ 
vironmental regulatory agencies as the 
Kentucky Department of Environmental 
Protection, the Kentucky Heritage Coun¬ 
cil, the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers and 
the Kentucky Fish & Wild¬ 
life Service, rather than ad¬ 
dressing these types of issues 
in each easement. 

“We understand the 
concerns that have been ex¬ 
pressed regarding the need 
for the project, environmen¬ 
tal protection and pipeline 
safety,” Rob Hawksworth, 
manager of Land, GIS and 
Permitting for Williams, 
said in the letter. “We will 
ensure that the construc¬ 
tion and operation of the 
pipeline will meet or exceed 
all legal and regulatory re¬ 
quirements.” 

Droege said that pipe¬ 
line officials expect to begin 
construction late next year 
and place the pipeline in 
service by late 2015. 

As for whether Bluegrass 
Pipeline will attempt to use 
eminent domain to acquire 
easements, Droege said negotiations are 
the preferred method. 

“Kentucky landowners have em¬ 
braced our project and we are working 
together to develop individual easements 
that meet both our needs,” he said. “This 
is the approach we prefer and will con¬ 
tinue to use.” 

“I think it’s important to note that 
we are not buying property,” Droege 
said. “The property owner still owns the 
property and can still use as before for 
farming, grazing and other uses. We are 
merely buying the right to have access 
to the easement area for pipeline instal¬ 
lation, monitoring, maintenance. After 
only a few weeks working with land- 
owners to purchases easements, we are 
pleased with the progress.”
